Home Rule For Georgia Counties 
Voted for New. State Constitution 


The state constitution redraft-¢ position, structure, offices, author-¢istered voters of the city or 


ers have voted to grant home rule 
for Georgia's cities and counties 
in the new constitution. 

The commission heard Gov. Ar- 
nall say he is not “a candidate 
for re-election,” and to urge them 
to amend the constitution so that 
@ governor could succeed himself. 

After i from the Gov- 
ernor, the commission voted 8 to 7 
in favor of this amendment. 

The commission, meeting here 
yesterday, also voted for a state- 
wide merit system, but opposed a 
constitutional penal board. The 


group reversed its previous plan 
to appoint the state school su- 
perintendent—voting 8, to 5 to 
keep him an elective officer. 

Long a source'of despute in the 
state legislature, the home rule 
proposal was passed by an 8-to-7 
vote by the commission, at the re- 
quest of Gov. Arnall. The Gov- 
ernor said the plan as presented 
yesterday will be revised to ob- 
tain better support from the com- 
mission. 

The home rule plan gives cities 
and counties the power to “adopt, 
alter, repeal or amend any law 


_Telating to its organization, com: | 


ity and power not inconsistent 
with the general law.” 

Governing bodies of the city or 
county may submit the local leg- 
islation to the people for matifica- 
tion 60 days before the election 
is to be held. If it is approved by 
the people, it becomes law within 
five days and certified copy of the 
bill is filed with the secretary of 
state. 

The people may request an 
election for local legislation by a 


petition of 10 per cent of the reg- 


county. 

The secretary of state shall pub- 
lish annually the charter amend- 
ments of all towns and cities.

The senators and representa- 
tives taking part in a Constitu- 
tion poll are against changing the 
constitution to permit all four- 
year governors to serve unlimited 
terms. As a_ general practice, 
they believe the no-succession 
clause should be retained. 

But they like Gov. Arnall, and 
are divided over whether an ex- 
ception should be made in his 
case. 

FOR MERIT SYSTEM 

The senate went practically 
“all out” on the merit system, 
which Gov. Arnall has termed 


‘tthe “heart of the new constitu- 


tion.” The constitution drafting 
commission yesterday proposed 
such a system, with 90 per cent 
of those participating in the poll 
favoring a civil service system for 
all nonpolicy ,forming employes, 
its adoption should be assured. 
Five per cent of the remaining 
group favored a “limited merit 
system”, leaving only five per 


cent outright against a merit sys- | 


tem. 


The house poll, as yet incom- 
plete, showed 78 per cent favor- 
ing a merit system; 8 per cent 
against it, and 14 per cent unde- 
cided or noncommittal. 


The question of gubernatorial 
succession was divided into two 
parts. The legislators were asked 
if they approved permitting a 
four-year term governor to suc- 
ceed himself. If their answer was 
“no”, they were asked if they 
would make an exception in the 
case of Gov. Arnall. There were 
several changes. However, some 
voted “yes” to the general ques- 
tion, and then added that excep- 
tions should be made for no one. 


CN GENERAL QUESTION 

On the general question, the 
sénate opposed reelection by a 
vote of 72 per cent to 14 per cent 
for unlimited service and 14 per 
cent undecided. The vote was 
close on the Arnall exception, 
with the senate opposing making 
an exception by a vote of 50 per 
cent to 41 per cent—with 9 per 
cent being undecided. 

The house opposed the general 
practice, 52 per cent to 36 per 
cent, and 12 per cent undecided. 
But it switched its vote on the 
exception, to favor Arnall for a 
second term. The vote was 50 
per cent for re-election; 29 per 
cent against, and 21 per cent un- 
decided. 

While most solons merely an- 
swered “yes” or “no” on the merit 
system question, a few elaborated 
to warn that caution be exercised 
in setting up the program. Sen. 
Wallace E. Harrell, of Quitman, 
said the system would have to be 
properly safeguarded against 
making lifetime jobs for incom- 
petent employes or unnecessary 
personnel. His sentiments were 
echoed in the house by Rep. Lu- 
ther Bloodworth, of Bibb, who fa- 
vored a “real merit bill, but not 
one whose primary purpose is to 
perpetuate employes in office.” 
A. D.. Williams, of Gwinnett, 
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Limitation of a four-year gov- 
ernor’s terms of office will be 
deleted, under orders of the con- 
stitution commission. 

The group yesterday voted, 8 
to 7, to permit governors to seek 
re-election, 

Its vote was taken after Gov- 
ernor Arnall declared: “I am not 
a candidate for re-election, but 
I think the people should have 
the right to elect whom they 
please, as many times as they 
please.”

J. W. C. Lewis, of Hancock, 
advocated departmental heads be- 
ing appointed by the Governor 
and confirmed by the senate, and 
then added that “competency, not 
politics, should control tenure of 
subordinates.” 


Among opponents of a merit 
system was Rep. J. M. Thrash, of 
Coffee county, who explained: 
“I think the head of any deépart- 
ment should be permitted to se- 
lect his own employes. By doing 
this he can get perfect efficiency 
and co-operation.” 


The governor-succession brought 
forth many comments. Sen. N. 
G. Slaughter, of Athens, lauded 
Gov. Arnall, declaring “I believe 
Georgia will make more progress 
than we have in the last quarter 
of a century if he is given four 
years more.” 


Rep. George Strickland, of Up- 
son, urged that Arnall be drafted 
for a second term. 

Rep. C. A. Miller Jr., of Decatur 
county, said: “I believe that this 
issue should be left with the vote 
of the people, and if they see fit 
to elect a governor for more than 
one term, and we have one -that 
is of the type we now have, we 
should permit him to _ succeed 
himself.” 


FAVORS SECOND TERM 


Rep. F. M. Cates, of Burke, said: 
“If we have a good governor, why 
not keep him? After all, it is left 
to the vote of the people.” 

Rep. C. R. Mason, of Morgan, 
said he probably would favor 
taking the limit off gubernatorial 
terms. However, he said that, as 
much as he admires the Arnall 
administration, he would not fa- 
vore making a ‘special issue for 
any special governor. 

“This is not & fair question to 
politicians,” said Rep. Frank S. 
Twitty, of Mitchell, in. comment: 
ing on the second phase of the 
question, “but I not a politi- 
cian.” He votes o” on both 
parts of the quéstion, stating that 
the people of his county want to 
retain the present constitutional

Liuchow’s Scuttling Erases 
U. S. Air Power in East China 


CHUNGKING, Nov. 13.—(UP)—The 14th U. S. Air Force disclosed 
today that it had destroyed its Liuchow airbase, last important group 
of Allied air fields in eastern China, under steady pressure of fast- 


moving Japanese troops closing in 


The loss of Liuchow Virtually 
throws the 14th back on its Kun- 
ming base over 400 miles further 
west, with only small fields at 
Kweiyang and Nanning from 
which to carry on its heroic efforts 
to bolster China’s ground forces. 


The Chinese defeats at Liuchow 
and Kweilin give Japan one of her 
greatest strategic victories in the 
China war. The 14th has been 
driven far back from the China 
coast; Chinese ground troops will 
have less air support; Japan can 
now consolidate in east China, and 
a land-route from Shanghai to 
Singapore may be opened soon. 

Kweiyang is nearly 250 miles 
northwest of Liuchow in Kwei- 
chow province, and Nanning is 
some 130-air miles to the southeast.. 
Nanning already is threatened by 
Japanese forces moving west from 
the Liuchow area and by another 
group moving from the West river 
district. Other strong Japanese 
forces have been reported poised 
on the Indo-China border to the 


south. 


The decision to blow up the 
Liuchow base was reached when 
Japanese planes established them- 
selves within three-minute strik- 
ing distance by air, depriving the 
weary 14th pilots and ground 
crews of all hope of even a min- 
ute’s warning of Japanese attacks. 
Until the last the American pilots 
carried out two and three missions 
daily. 

Liuchow obviously was doomed 
when the Japanese executed an 
bypassing Kweilin’s 
elaborate defenses south of the city 
and rolling toward Liuchow. 90 
miles to the southwest, sometimes 
advancing 29 miles daily.

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Christianity Called Hope 
Of New Postwar World 


By LOUIE D. NEWTON. 
“The hope of the postwar world will be the commandos of Christ,” 
declared Dr. J. B. McLaurin, secretary of the Canadian Baptist For- 
eign Mission Board, Toronto, upon his arrival in Atlanta for two 


addresses at the Georgia Baptist Convention this week. 


Dr. McLaurin 


speaks tonight on “The Adequacy of the Gospel,” and Wednesday 
noon on “Facing Our Responsibility.” 


Born in India, where his 
Scotch father, John McLaurin, 


and his Irish mother spent their 
lives in establishing the work of 
the Canadian Baptist mission field 
at Cocanada, Dr. McLaurin spent 
30 years of his life there, return- 
ing to America five years ago to 
attend the Baptist World  Ai|lli- 
ance in Atlanta, and remaining in 
Canada as secretary of the Cana- 
dian board. 

“Nothing less than New Testa- 
ment Christianity can meet a 
confused and bewildered world in 
this global struggle of conflicting 
ideologies,” declared the distin- 
guished Briton. “Hatred is ram- 
pant. I have witnessed its baf- 
fling manifestations among the 
contending groups of India and 
Burma: We know that it flows 
through the valley of the Danube, 
that there is scarcely a spot on 
the face of the earth today where 
the ghastly specter of racial and 
class hatred does not darken the 
future,” said Dr. McLaurin. 

Pointing to the tenth chapter of 
the of Matthew, Dr. Mc- 
Laurin red that the Disciples 
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were Commandos for Christ, fear- 
ing nothing, save to find and fol- 
low the will of God, so today, the 
call is for men and women, boys 
and girls, who, like the gallant 
Commandos who stormed the 
coasts of Normandy, are willing 
to lose themselves for the sake 
of Christ in conquests of love 
over hatred. 

“There are two distinct groups 
of people in this world with whom 
the Commandos of Christ must 
deal,” said Dr. McLaurin. “And 
they are accurately described by 
Christ in these words, ‘wolves’ 
and ‘hirelings.’ There are strong 
and vicious men who represent 
organized evil—wolves who tear 
and kill. And there are so-called 
religious men, utterly unwilling 
to pay the price of true soldiers 
of the Gospel, who are willing to 
compromise with these evil men, 
even as the hirelings described by 

esus. Indifferent to His com- 
mands to call all men to repent- 
ance, they seek to be all things 
to all men, and play into the hands 
of the wolves who tear and de- 
stroy and kill. 

FUTURE OF INDIA 

“I have witnessed the 
forming power of the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ in the lives of out- 
casts in India, and I know what 
I am talking about when I say 
that nothing save the grace of 
God in Jesus Christ can contend 
with the schemes of Satan. The 
Gospel means freedom from sin, 
and it is only when the blood of 
Jesus has cleansed eternal souls 
from the leprosy of sin that men 
and women can rise from _ the 
depths of social and economic and 
political slavery and bondage. 

“I am everywhere asked what 
will be the future of the millions 
in India. My one answer must 
be that the future of India and 
of the -entire Orient, even as of 
all peoples of the world, awaits 
the Commandos of Christ. David 
Lloyd George, at the close of the 
last war, said, ‘It is either Christ, 
or chaos.’ And that verdict 
stands true today. 

“Britain will not only § grant 
India constitutional freedom at 
the end of this war, but will co- 
operate with India in working out 
its own salvation, but before the 
people of India and Burma can 
govern themselves, they must pos- 
sess within their hearts the peace 
and power which only the Gospel 
can bestow. 

INDIA’S GREAT NEED 

“I remind you that the last time 
Gandhi was jailed, that Uecision 
was reached, by 11 Indian mem- 
bers of the council and one Brit 
ish member, the other three Brit- 
ish members not being present. 
Men who are fettered by pagan- 
ism cannot wisely rule themselves. 
‘Ye shall know the _ truth,’ said 
Jesus, ‘and the truth shall make 
you free.’ The call of today is 
the call for Commandos of Christ.

You néed more such Chris- 
tians in the United States. It is 
the only way to a._just and en- 
during world order,” said Dr. Mc- 
Laurin.

Suppose you were asked this question: ‘Who, 
in your opinion, is the greatest living south- 
erner from the viewpoint of service, accomplish- 

ment, trstesies and close adherence to Christian ideals?” 

At the top of my list ~vould go this name—‘Josephus Daniels.” 
I feel sure almost every informed southerner also would, on con- 
sideration, write that name first. 

I have been thinking of him since the publication, a few days 
ago, of the third volume in his memoirs, this- one being titled 
“The Wilson Era.” Before it have appeared “Tarheel Editor” 
and “Editor in Politics.” 

I assume he must have planned about five of these books. If 
so, when added to his other published works he will have written 
well over 1,000,000 words. The fact that all the while he has 


been a vigorous editor of the Raleigh News and Observer, would ° 


run his total to well over 3,000,000 words. I believe the literary 
world. still marvels at Dumas because that gentleman turned out 
something over 2,000,000. 

What makes it all the more remarkable is that his greatest 
writing has been done in the past three crowded years. In his 
eighty-third year, he is at his desk every day for a full day, and 
faces each day with tolerance, wisdom, and a cheerful good na- 
ture which is a marvel to all who know him. 

I recall a valued half-hour with him at Chicago during the re- 
cent Democratic convention. He was suffering from a bad ankle, 
yet he was sitting all morning on the platform committee, was 
attending luncheons, the caucuses of the North Carolina delega- 
tion, and was going out to official dinners each evening. 


When war came he had but recently resigned as ambassador to 
Mexico. He had gone there under fire by the Mexicans. He left 
there after having done one of our finest, and most necessary 
jobs as an ambassador, with this tribute from the Mexicans, “The 
best loved and the most respected ambassador America has ever 
sent us.” 

He has some fine sonseand one of them, Jonathan, is an accom- 
plished writer and editor in his own name, but their father, when 
war came, took over the jobs two of his sons were doing and didn’t 
even have to trot. Let me hasten to say the sons join me in this 


statement. 

Legend We have a habit of taking for granted those who live 
and work in our midst. It is largely for this reason 

it is not generally realized what a tremendous figure and what a 

legendary figure Josephus Daniels is. 

He was born in 1862. He was editor of a paper and a lawyer, 
admitted to the bar, at the age of 18. His life touches that of 
Grover Cleveland, the first great Democrat to smash the special 
privilege Republican grasp on the nation which had existed from 
the time of Grant’s administration. He knew Cleveland well. In 
1893 he was chief clerk of the Department of the Interior. All the 
while he was building a sound and influential newspaper. 


He was secretary of the navy under Woodrow Wilson, and 
did a magnificent job. He has never run for office, resisting even 
many offers of office without opposition. He has held high office 
within the party organizations, was active in the Bfyan and Wilson 
Campaigns and is a national influence to this good day. 

He was our ambasasdor to Mexico for eight years and it hap- 
pened to be a critical period and a time when we were developing 
the good-neighbor policy with that nation and those south of it. 
No ambassador to any country has done a better: job. 


; His books, especially this latest one, “The Wilson 
Wilson Era Era,” should be in the library of every student 
of politics and of history. 

It is.a vital, crowded story. When Wilson took office China 
and Japan were on the agenda. We came close to war with Japan 
in those years. Revolution raged in Mexico. We had to land Ma- 
rines at Vera Cruz to prevent the Germans from landing a shipload 
of supplies in Mexico. Even then the Germans were active there, 
trying to make that nation lean to them. 

He had a part in assisting Wilson with the first good tariff law 
in half a century. The federal reserve act, the Federal Trade 
Commission, the Clayton anti-trust act. The book relates the 
struggle for neutrality and preparedness. The fight to protect the 
Navy’s oil reserves, the battle to break the armor “trust.” The 
appearance of Edison and a young fellow named Franklin Roose- 


velt—all these are in the. book.

Minister Churchill has _ con- 
firmed most of what rational deduction had been able to piece 
out of German claims for V-2. This “retaliation weapon” is in- 
deed a great rocket which rises high into the stratosphere and de- 
scends faster than the speed of sound. No warning can be given 
of the weapon’s approach, but “the scale of the attacks has not 
hitherto been significant,” and the missiles have landed over a wide 
area, which suggests that they are almost impossible to aim. 
Naturally, Mr. Churchill was primarily concerned with the 
military effectiveness of V-2, which does not yet appear to be very 
great. But even a world hardened to the fantastic development of 
scientific warfare cannot fail to be shocked by the implications of 
this blind projectile, hurtling out of space to spread its indis- 
criminate devastation, or by the spectacle of a blind nation lashing 
Even though the Ger- 
mans may be pressed back beyond the point where V-2 is effective 
against Britain, they will be able to expend their venom upon the 
lands they so recently held enslaved. They already announce that 
V-2 is being used against Paris and Antwerp, and while the accuracy 
of the weapon hardly appears to offer much danger of affecting 
the Allied military effort, more suffering will be broadcast among 
a population which has borne years of complicated terror. V-2 is 
a reality—that is something which is still hard to grasp. But what 
is even more incredible than V-2, after all of Germany’s crimes, 


is the fact that Germans boast of having fathered it. 
The Nazis, of course, are doing all they 


Washington Post can to play up V-2. They are boasting 


that the new weapon will be employed not only against England 
but also against America. As for that, there is no inherent reason 
why rocket bombs of sufficient magnitude could not be built for 
an attack on America.- While this is a possibility, as Adm. King 
has pointed out, it is hardly a probability. Yet we have no reason 
to be complacent about the eutlook. The very fact that the Ger- 
mans are still using terror weapons suggests that they are not yet 


prepared to give up. 


. : The present bombs, as spectacular as 
Birmingham News they may be, are crude things compared 
to what may be developed in the future. Weapons that can shoot 
across oceans with a fair degree of accuracy are not beyond the 
ability of men to produce. That much can be predicted with 
assurance. 

In that fact there is all the more reason why men should use 
their intelligence to prevent wars. Unless their ability to produce 
destructive weapons is controlled, they will drive civilization to

Force 
Not Enough 


Every city, town and hamlet has 
some kind of organization to fight 
fire. If a fire is reported in time, 
and the first fighters reach it 
quickly, it is usually overcome be- 
fore it has done great damage. 


But once the fire starts, it in- 
variably does some damage, and 
under certain conditions the dam- 
age is enormous despite the 
promptness and skill of the fire 
fighters, 


It is therefore obvious that our 
great need is not a better way to 
overcome fires, but a way to keep 
fires from starting. 

What is true of fire is true of 
war. 

All people of sanity and. good 
will are agreed that a way must 
be found to prevent another world 
war. Most of them favor a world 
organization for this purpose. But 
the planners seem to be dreaming 
of one thing and preparing for an- 
other, They ta of preventing 
war but make plans to suppress 
an aggressor who has started a 
war. 

The three great powers are 
agreed that any league to preserve 
peace will be dominated by them- 
selves, but their plans are delayed 
by disagreements concerning other 
matters. 

Only Russia or England or 
America would dare to challenge 
the world. 

Suppose that Russia should at- 
tack one of her neighbors. It 
would mean, beyond any question, 
that the Russians knew what the 
consequences would be and were 
ready for them. It would mean 
they were ready to challenge the 
world, and were already striking 
at key points with all. their power. 


Their right to veto council ac- 
tion would be meaningless. The 
powers of our representative 
could not affect the decision for 
or against war. For another world 
war would already be upon us, 
and the league to prevent war 
would have failed of its purpose. 
It might act quickly to overcome 
the aggressor, but it would be a 
league to win a war—not to pre- 
vent it. 

Military force, however neces- 
sary, is not enough. It will take 
the moral force of world opinion 
to prevent war, and we shall fail 
again unless all nations work in 
unison to develop that force.

The Effect 
Of Hitler's V-2 


WASHINGTON.—Hitler has now made good 
: on his boast that he would employ new secret 
™ weapons against England even more 
than the V-1 robot winged bomb whi Lng wean ng destruction 
on London before we overran their launching in France and 
the Low Countries, 
' Prime Minister Churchill has confirmed that the V-2 bombs, 
successor to the V-1, is now being used against England. 

Most people thought. Hitler was bluffing some months back 
when he promised to introduce’ new and more d ve secret 
weapons of the kind. What was difficult to understand about it 
was why he should make such a revelation in advance, if he really 
had anything. 

Sound military tactics calls for keeping such matters secret until 
they are actually employed. In that way the element of surprise 
is kept; and the enemy is given no opportunity to prepare advance 
counter-measures, 

It must be evident, therefore, that Hitler was in great need of 
providing something that would bolster up a sagging home-front 
morale. Otherwise, it is inconceivable that he would have openly 
put the British on notice of what was to come. 
of its elongated shape. 

Thus far little official information has been released on the 
V-2, which has been dubbed the “flying telephone Ee. ‘having 

The V- ls, with which we are now ap ig Ricco - 
captured many of their launching bases men bigyes m 
smaller and had a much shorter range. Some of them are still 
being launched against England from airplanes flying over the North 
sea, but for the most part their effectivness has been destroyed by 
the capture of bases in France. 

One of our American Army officers just returned from 
brings back some rather amazing reports concerning the V-2. He 
says it has a trajectory of 316 miles when fired at a target 200 
miles away, and is‘capable of covering this distance in five min- 
utes, which is equal to the astounding speed of 3,912 miles an hour. 

London reports have credited the rocket with a speed of at 
least 3,000 miles an hour. 

The same Army officer stated that the rocket, fired at a target 
200 miles away, goes upward in its trajectory for 58 miles high 
before starting its falling movement. Hence it would seem to be 
fired almost straight up in the air. 

At such great speeds, of course, there is little of a defensive 
nature that can be undertaken against the rockets. Since they travel 
at a greater rate of speed than sound (approximately 700 miles 
an hour), it is impossible to hear them coming. The noise of the 
approaching rockets lags behind at a rate of better than 3,000 
miles an hour. 

But terrifying as all this appears, military men say the new 
rocket has been a flop because it cannot be aimed with any de 
gree of accuracy. Its speed and trajectory is said to make accuracy 
impossible. The Germans are obviously using it solely for its effect 
on British morale. 

This was not entirely true of the V-1 flying bombs. The state- 
ment is made by those in position to know that more damage was 
caused on London by these rockets than all the aerial blitzing of 
the early part of the war. 

If word brought back by some of our officers is true, the inva- 
sion of France came in the very nick of time to save England from 
destruction. The Germans, it is said, had made the most elaborate 
preparations for launching the V-1’s from the French coast. Many 
of the bases were already in operation. 

But if we had delayed the date of the invasion much longer 
the whole success of the undertaking might have been seriously 
threatened. They might have been in position to wreak havoc 
with concentration points of our invasion forces. 

We reached France in time to destroy the launching bases be- 
fore they could be put into general use. 

Hitler has also threatened to produce flying rockets capable of 
use against American cities. Conceivably he might do — if the 
war lasts long enough. Our own scientists are known to be working 
on developments along the same line, and it will be one of the 
sensations of the scientific world when, after the war, it is revealed 
how far they have gone. 

But no one believes at the moment that his threat against the 
United States is anything more than an idle boast. We are not 
even greatly disturbed by the confirmation of his V-2. It is a prob- 
lem to cope with, but its military effectiveness should not be great.

NEW YORK.—lIf , the 
had not received Fo ne tert 
dorsement from Felix Fra 
ter, of the supreme court, the 
most influential philosopher of the 
New Deal, I would hesitate to of- 
fer the proposal which is the sub- 
ject of today’s essay. 

Briefly, that proposal is that 
those Americans who oppose Mr. 
Roosevelt’s Communist friends 
should shun products which are 
advertised on the air by perform- 
ers who are either Communists 
or unmistakable fellow travelers 
and avoid movies and plays pro- 
du by such people or which 
employ them as actors or musi- 
cians. In plainer words, the boy- 
cott. 

This will be denounced as Hit- 
lerism at its worst but I will now 
undertake to prove that, if so, it 
is Hitlerism of the purest Roose- 
veltian kind by citing from some 
of Frankfurter’s opinions and 
other references. 

How do you decide whether a 
ham of the air, the screen or the 
me is a Communist? 

rankfurter linvites us to make 
arbitrary decisions and to boycott 
as a Communist anyone whom we, 
individually, suspect of being a 
Communist. Mrs. Roosevelt ex- 
pressed the same principle by her 
conduct in a notable case although 
she sometimes protests against the 
classification of “liberals” as Com- 


munists merely because they asso-| fe-aae 


ciate and co-operate with Com- 
munists. 

Frankfurter declared himself 
specifically in the so-called cafe 
teria case in which a union of 
restaurant workers picketed a 
place in New York whose owners 
were law abiding citizens and tax- 
payers and did all the work them- 
selves. The union tried to com- 
pel the owners to hire some of its 
members to do their work, in 
which case, they would have been 
forced to stand idle and go broke. 
There was no labor dispute and 
so there could be no strike and 
the original issue was a racket. 

To enforce their demands, the 
unioneers sent pickets, never em- 
ployed in the cafeteria, to tell the 
prospective patrons that by eating 
there they were helping the cause 
of Fascism. In other words, the 
pickets called the owners Fascists, 
and Frankfurter found absolutely 
nothing to suggest that they were. 

“To use loose language or un- 
defined slogans that are part of 
the conventional give and take in 
our economic and political con- 
troversies, like ‘unfair’ or ‘Fascist’ 
is not to falsify facts,” Frankfur- 
ter wrote. This means that if 
you tell a malicious lie about a 
fellow-citizen you are telling the 
truth. It follows, also, that if 
you were to picket the supreme 
court in Washington with placards 
charging that Frankfurter took a 
bribe of $100,000 for shading that 
opinion in favor of the union, 
knowing that he had not, that 
would not be falsification of the 
facts. 

In the case of the Roosevelt 
Communists and fellow-travelers, 
however, there ig evidence which 
gives positive ground for reason- 
able suspicion, which was not the 
case with the owners of the cafe 
teria. There was not the slightest 
ground for calling them Fascists 
but if you find men and women 
in close political association with 
Communists you do have reason 
to suspect them. 

So, according to Frankfurter, it 
is reasonable and just to decide 
that a certain radio pundit, let 
us say,‘is a Communist and to 
boycott the product of the com- 
pany which employs him as an 
entertainer to advertise its goods. 

And, still aceording to Frank- 
furter, it is only a “part of the 
conventional give and take” to 
get out circulars pms Doe hun- 
dreds of Broadway and Hollywood 
actors, crooners, producers and 
writers who are either avowed 
Communists or willful associates 
of Communists, and organize 
against them an economic boycott 
embracing all those Americans 
who are anti-Communist. 

Frankfurter had indorsed ma- 
licious published lies against inno- 
cent persons in an earlier decision 
in the so-called carpenters’ case. 
In that case a union violated its 
signed agreement with an employ- 
er and then denounced him as be- 
ing “unfair” to labor, which Frank- 
furter admitted he was not, and 
organized a national boycott of his 
product, which was beer. Frank- 
furter held that, because this was 
“a familiar practionh? and (for 
other reasons couched in that 
mysterious obscurity which is his 
manner, the union was within, the 
law. Mere usage, the mere fact 
that unions had? habitually, over 
many years, indulged in false ac- 
cusations to the detriment of in- 
nocent victims, justified such 
vicious conduct.

3 ceive order cards from Mr. Lester McCrary, of 
Molena, Ga., asking the patron to state what size turkey he wants, 
preference for bird dressed or on foot, and the date on which he 


would like it to be delivered. 

If Gertrude Stein had ever said 
a turkey is a turkey, she would 
have been mistaken, for there are 
ordinary turkeys, and Mr. Mce- 
Crary’s turkeys. Before he began 
raising them, households in middle 
Georgia always experienced a 
crisis on the Friday following 
Thanksgiving Day when there was 
no more white meat, and spoiled 
children of all ages refused to 
eat the dark. That problem has 
now been settled by Mr. McCrary’s 
broad-breasted bronze variety, and 
not until Saturday does anyone 
have to eat dark meat. 

When we drove up to his farm 
on a brilliant fall morning, ap- 
proximately a thousand excited 
birds protested our approach. 
They must have sensed Thanks- 
giving in the air and their impend- 
ing doom, for they calmored loud- 
ly and defiantly. Behind their 
wire fence they glowered at the 
invaders, pompous as bank presi- 
dents and equally sought after. 

But the owner was not to be 
seen and when a neighbor suggest- 
ed that the ringing of the farm 
bel] would bring him, we added 
that noise to the uproar of the 
birds, and soon a large percentage 
of Pike county was assembled. 

Mrs. McCrary who teaches 
mathematics in Molena in addi- 
tion’ to doing all her housework 
and keeping books for her hus- 
band, came out to answer ques- 
tions until McCrary arrived and 
he came up shortly from one of 
the fields where grain is raised for 
the turkeys. 

His father allowed that the writ- 
er was looking young for her age, 
but before that subject was pur- 
sued too far, we got down to. busi- 
ness. “Is it true, Mr. McCrary, 
that you sold 4,000 pounds to the 
government for soldiers over- 
seas?” 

“The sale was not made direct- 
ly to the government, but I un- 
derstood that that was the destina- 
tion of 204 of my biggest toms. 
They weighed 4,600 pounds, to be 
exact, and I'll show you some like 
them in a few minutes.” 

“How many birds do you have 
left? There must be a thousand 
out there still—” 

“I had 980 at.the beginning of 
the season but I’ve already sold 
others besides the ones for the 
Army. Every year the Baptist 
church at Manchester sends 300 or 
400 pounds to the Orphans’ Home 
at Hapeville, and I’ve just deliv- 
ered some for a big meeting in 
Thomaston.” 

“Oh, yes, the executive board 
meeting @f the D. A. R. Now tell 
me how you begin, do you order 
the baby turkeys, or hatch the 
eggs here?” 

Mr. McCrary walked over ta.the 
“brooders.” “Up until five years 
ago, all the hatching was done 
right here but now I order the 
chicks from a farm at Lorraine, 
near Macon, and from the Zealand 
Hatchery at Zealand, Mich. I 
started out in 1932 with three hens 
and one tom.” 

“What percentage loss do you 
have?” 

“Only about 6 per cent on aver- 
age. Now we keep them in these 
protected pens until they are eight | 
wears old, using a ‘turkey starter | 


about this 


mash’ for their feed, then they are 
carried to the range. At 10 weeks 
we feed them ‘Growing Chow 
with Grain.’” 

“How was that again?” 

“‘Growing Chow With Grain.’ 
They live on grain grown on the 
farm until 30 days before market- 
ing time when they are put on 
‘fattening chow’ and grain.” 

“But aren't your feed bills enor- 
mous? How do you make a 
profit?” 

Mr. McCrary laughed. “The only 
way you can make a profit is by 
raising most of your feed, I raise 
60 per cent of mine. “And I've 
some cotton, too, you'll notice— 
four bales from 4 8-10 acres isn’t 
bad, and the turkeys ranging 
through it kept all the weeds and 
grass out. They have a pretty soft 
life, though; do you sée the port- 
able roosts out there? And the 
seer, houses move along on skids, 
00 

“No wonder they look so arro- 
gant. Does anybody ever swipe 
any, or do customers fail to pay?” 


“Out of the 6,000 birds I have 
delivered, only one was not paid 
for, And there has never been 
but one theft; once a hen and the 
eggs on wich she was sitting were 
stolen. I inquired around the 
neighborhood until I located the 
hen at a _ bootlegger’s. But he 
hadn't stolen her, he was a good, 
honest bootlegger who'd taken her 
in exchange for three quarts of 
liquor that he'd let the thief have. 
When he found it was my turkey, 
he gave her back to me.” 

“An amazing bootlegger!” 

“Oh, some bootleggers are as 
honest as preachers. Incidentally, 
I never mail an order card to a 
preacher; it’s a waste of time and 
money. Some always gives 
the preachers their turkeys.” 

“How long does your season 
last?” 

“From frost to frost, I always 
say. Of course, we sell more at 
Christmas, actually, than we do 
at Thanksgiving, and if I have to 
carry over a hundred into Jan- 
uary, I shan’t mind. You wanted 
to see the big Toms like I sold 
for the soldiers, look at those fel- 
lows there—35 pounds apiece, 
every one of ’em.’’ 

With their wings and tails 
spread out, and their exhaust 
pipes thumping, they were indeed 
impressive. I recalled Irvin S. 
Cobb’s dictum, “A man who is 
born in Boston and educated at 
Harvard is like an egg that has 
been laid twice, both times suc- 
cessfully.” 

Those turkeys looked as though 
they were Boston-born and Harv- 
ard-educated.

Farm Co-operatives Were a Defensive Measure 


Recently there has been organ- 
ized a concerted drive to bring 
about legislation which would im- 
pose on co-operatives the same 
taxes as those imposed upon cor- 
porations. I don’t propose to go 
into the rights or wrongs of the 
proposal but to point out that the 
very interests now clamoring for 
the taxation of co-operatives are 
largely the forces which brought 
about their existence. There has 
been and will be before the battle 
is over a good deal of propaganda 
put out to discredit the co-opera- 
tive and to label it as socialistic 
enterprise. It is no such thing. It 
is one of the finest manifestations 
of democracy, representing the 
spontaneous impulse of men in a 
community or even in a state or a 


|| nation to solve their own economic 


problems, increase their savings 
and protect themselves against 
gouging and _  ~grossly swollen 
profits. 

In the case of the farm co-opera- 
tives, all of them came into being 
as a measure of self-protection. 
Being intensely individualistic and 
on the whole small operators, farm- 
ers have long been victims of the 
middleman, the fertilizer racket, 
the mixed-feed racket and the 
farm-machinery racket which, in 
the past at least, charged him high 
prices for everything he boyght 
without paying much attention to 
quality. The rackets were pushed 
by the kind of high-pressure ad- 
vertising and propaganda which 
even found its way into the class- 
rooms of agricultural colleges, The 
middleman charged high prices for 
what he sold the farmer and paid 
the lowest price possible for what 
he bought from him. Meat pack- 
ers manipulated markets and still 
do as far as possible, to buy at the 
season when the farmer was hard 
pressed for money or they bought 
heavily in an abundant market 
and laid off when prices benefitted 
the farmer. When the books of an 
agricultural machinery factory 
taken over recently by a state 
farm co-operative were examined, 
it was found that the company was 
selling a cornpicker which cost 
$200 to manufacture to the farm- 
ers who had to have it for $700. 
And it wasn’t a very good corn- 
picker either. 

What I am trying to say is that 
the ele-nents mentioned above ask- 
ed for the co-operative and they 
got it and they have not heard 
the last of it, Big farmer’s co- 
operatives are spreading and ex- 
panding and growing more rapidly 
than many successful corporations. 
They are expanding into the bank- 
ing and insurance fields with loans 
and servicing offered at cheaper 
rates than private corporations 
have offered. Rural and small 
town banks have been going out 
of existence rapidly, and one of 
the reasons is that all to often 
they offered no real service what- 
ever and the banker himself was 
no more than the villian he was 
portrayed in the old-time melo- 
dramas. 

The co-operatives have provided 
the farmer with the soundest of 
all bases for organization and as 
the co-operatives have grown, s0 
has the political and economic in- 
fluence of the farmer. Make no 
mistake ebout the genuine co- 
operative, It is a grass roots’ man 
ifestation of democracy, and » we 


shall have more of it, not only 
among farmers but among indus- 
trial workers and white-collar 
workers. It is true that there are 
so-called co-operatives in operation 
which are not real co-operatives at 
all but privately owned corpora- 
tions, and these should certainly 
not enjoy the exemptions from 
taxation which the true co-opera- 
tive receives. It is a simple enough 
matter to determine the quality of 
their genuineness. 

- I think it reasonable to say that 


the true co-operative has provided 


more genuine benefits for the 
farmer than all the vast and com- 
plicated program of government 
aid. And it leaves the farmers 
standing on their own feet, free 
of the strings and essential humi- 
liation which goes with being a 
subsidized citizen. 

The middleman and his associ- 
ates who exploited the farmer ask- 
ed for the co-operative just as the 
elder J. P. Morgan, Henry Frick, 
Jay Gould, E. rriman and 
their associates asked for the New 
Deal.

He was a Kappa 
Alpha, a Mason, a Democrat and 
a member of the Methodist Episco- 
pal church. 

He was the author of the follow- 
ing books and pamphlets: The 
Preacher’s Son (1894): The Rhet- 
oric of John Donne’s Verse (1903);

Let him dwell on 
higher things. 

“There is too much sex already 
without talking about such 
things!” 

This woman is trying to com- 
pensate for the fact that she has 
lost her man to another woman, 
I’m sorry for her, though I admire 
her attempt to live on a spiritual 
plane. 

But God gave us a brain so we'd 
use horse sense and attain happi- 
ness and the normal arrangements 
of life. 

He gave us a healthy stomach, 
for example, which demaftids 
bread, Then he gave us a Com: 
mandment, “Thou shalt not steal.” 

He didn’t expect our clergymen 
to urge their parishoners to try 
to do without food.
